Hazi.ktov , Pa., Sept. 15.—Despite a 
v ariety of alarming mmors and a 
mov ement by a body of miners which 
look ed formidable no serious disturb- 
anoe has occurred in the strik e region. 
Matters still wear such an uncertain 
aspect, howev er, that General Gobin 
declares that the remov al of the troops 


conserv ativ e ttgures place it at close to 
lO.bOO, with indications that within a 
short time ev ery colliery of importauoe 
in the region will be idle. 
Although 
some disposition has lieen shown by 
small bodies of strik ers in the outlying 
districts to mak e demonstrations, they 
hav e been of a rather feeble character, 
and the great majority of the men are 
docile. 
These mines are now id le: Coxe 
Bros. Ar Co., Eck ley, Beav er Meadow 
and Oneida, about 3,000 men ; Lehigh 
and 
W ilk esbarre 
Goal 
company's 
Honeybrook 
and Audenreid mines, 
about 3,500; Frank Pardee’s Crauberrv 
and Crystal Ridge, 1,100; Lehigh Val­ 
ley C'oal oompanv , Uazle mines, York * 
town, JeaB S v ille and Audenreid, 3,000; 
Calv in Pardee <Sk Oo.’s Lattimer and 
Harwood 3,oOO. The men at Ooxe’s 
Stock ton mines hav e expressed their 
intention of joining the strik e. Con- 
oerning the Driftoii mine of the same 
oompany, one of the firm said they un­ 
derstood the men w ere going out. The 
collieries itill work ing are the Derr­ 
inger, Tomhick en and Shepton of the 
Coxe company: Weston, Dodson Ar 
Co.’s Beav erbrook , and J. S. W entz’s 
Silv erbr« ok mine. 
The City Troop of 
Philadelphia, 
which was dispatc ed to the scene of 
the reported outbreak at Eck ley, found 
nothing for it to do when it readied 
that place. 
Sev eral hundred miners 
from 
Buck 
mountain had already 
marched on the Eck ley mines and 
brought out the men there. 
A few of 
the men who showed a disposition to 
continue work were roughly handled, 
and the mine superintendent, fearing 
trouble, wired to General Gobin tor 
troops. 
He also sent word to Drifton 
and 7 0 deputies from that place and 
Roan Junction, nearby, were sent ov er. 
They k ept themselv es under cov er at 
Eck ley, 
howev er, awaiting dev elop­ 
ments. 
Nothing further hapjieued, the 
men at Eck ley joining the rank s of the 
strik ers. 
Meanwhile the cav alry troop 
was sent by General Gobin and had a 
wearisome march ov er the mountains 
only to find ev erything at Eck ley peace­ 
ful. 
Another annoying story came to bri­ 
gade headquarters by telephone. 
It 
was to the effect that a gang of miners 
from Drifton had marched on colliery 
No. 5, at Jeddo, w ith the expressed in­ 
tention of bringing the men out. Upon 
reaching the colliery John Mark le, the 
superintendent, met them and after a 
conference with a committee of the 
miners, encceeKied in turning them off 
without trouble. 
At lA ttim er a largely attended and 
decisiv e meeting of strik ers was held 
to receiv e the answer of the oompany 
to their depaai^s. 
W ith a large body 
of strik ers gathered in the open space 
before the company’s store, Snperin- 
tendent Blak e appeared at the door and 
gav e them their answer. It was short 
and to the point and was met witn 
action equally as deciwv e. The de­ 
mands him been formulated as follows: 
“ W e desire and wish the priv ilege of 
l>uying our prov isions where we think 
proper, iuitean of being forced to do so 
at the ooinpany*8 store; we want a 30 
per cent aav ance on all classes of labor; 
we demand the dismissal of all parties 
who took part on last Friday, Sept. 10, 
in the shooting affray; we demand that 
all classes of labor be paid the same 
for rock work as for coal on idle days; 
we demand that no man shall be dis­ 
charged for acting on this committee.’’ 
The com pm y’s answer to this was, 
first that the men are not, and nev er 
hav e been obliged to buy exclusiv ely at 
the oompany store; second, that the ad­ 
v ance would not be granted, because 
the company was paying the av erage 
rate of the region ; third, the company 
absolutely refused, without assigning

absolutely refused, without assigning 
any reason, to discharge anybody who 
participated in the shooting; fourth, 
that men suspended on idle days have 
the privilege of taking somebody else a 
place, thus making good the difference 
in rate between rock and ^oal work* 
and fifth, that no m an shall be dis­ 
charged for acting on the grievance 
committee.

Jeut of mails at Louisville, praying 
that Postmaster General Gary and As- 
nstant Postmaster General Heath be 
•njoined from removing him from of- 
tee. under the civil service rales. 
Judge Cox’* decision was an elabor- 
ste review of the law bearing on re­ 
movals of federal employes. 
Ile held 
at the outset that it xx as not within the 
flower of a court of equity to grant re­ 
lief iii matters of appointment and re­ 
moval from office. 
Then taking up the 
merits of the case he stated that it was 
settled law that the power of removal 
was an incident to the power of ap­ 
pointment, and that both could lie ex­ 
ercised by the head of a department in 
reference to subordinate officials. 
Concerning the civil service 
law, 
Judge Cox held that it must not be 
construed to grant authoritory, either 
Jo the civil service commission or to the 
president, to make rules contrary to the 
law itself, or of legislative character. 
He quoted with approval the decision 
of Justice Brewer that congress oould 
not delegate it’s power to legislate to 
auv administrative IkmIv. 
That the civil service commission re­ 
gards the decision of Judge Cox as in ­ 
imical to the service is indicated by the 
following statement made by one of 
the members of that body : 
“The opinion of Judge Cox in no 
way affects the binding character of 
the president’s order upon all officers of 
the service. 
The president has author­ 
ity inherent in his office to make re­ 
movals. 
The intent was that the ap­ 
pointing officer iii making removals 
should he put on record as tq, the 
grounds of his action, and give the ac­ 
cused an opportunity to be heard in his 
own defense. 
It was deemed that this 
action would prevent removals for other 
causes than the good of the service. 
Such an order does not in the least 
impair the good of the service.* Such au 
order does not in the least impair the 
power of discipline nor impede the 
proper exercise of the cower of te- 
moval. 
It simply serves aft a cheng 
upon the appoiuring officer who acts 
from political or less worthy m otives.’*

On t h e P r o n u n c ia tio n o f Pepys. 
The Hon. Walter Pepys has collected 
17 varieties of the spelling of the name, 
and he lays some stress upon the French 
form Pepy as authority for the pronun­ 
ciation favored by him. Peeps seems to 
follow the usual practice, as Weems for 
Wemys, and, moreover, it is that adopt­ 
ed by the descendants of the diarist’s 
sister Paulina, the family of Pepys 
Cockerell. 
Peeps is also the traditional 
pronunciation adopted at Cambridge. 
Here is, I think, strong evidence in fa­ 
vor of Peeps. At the same time I believe 
that in this name, as in other words, 
the pronunciation of the vowel e has 
changed since the seventeenth century, 
and that the name in Pepys1 own day 
was actually pronounced Papes. 
This 
opinion is grounded on the phonetic 
spelling Peaps and Peyps which have 
come down to us, and both these would 
represent Papes; 
ea—a, as in yea, 
break, great; ey—a, as in obey and 
they. 
In this matter, however, I have 
uot the courage of my opinion, and I 
am not, therefore, prepared to adopt 
this pronunciation.—Notes and Queries.
